The Cost of 
Indifference

Nobody is indifferent to high 
taxes. That's obvious in the fact 
that everybody bellyaches about 
them.

But high taxes go on and keep 
getting higher. Why? Because 
most of us are indifferent to the 
corrective measures necessary to 
cut ddwn waste and extravagance 
In government. It's eauler to belly­ 
ache than to take action.

How many people have ever 
written their congressmen to urge 
economy in government? (How 
many people even know the name 
of their congressmen?) How many 
people have even the vaguest no­ 
tion how much is being spent in 
Washington and what for? In 
each case, the answer is, very few.

Writing a congrc«sman requires 
some effort. Finding out his name 
takes some effort, too. Keeping 
posted on Washington affairs also 
demands a little effort. Yes, It's 
easier to complain but frightfully 
costly.

It is to be hoped that eventu­ 
ally the terrific burden of taxation 
will awaken the Indifferent mil­ 
lions and the need for action. It 
could result in heavier registra­ 
tions and larger turnouts at the 
polls. And that could result in 
better candidates and better, less 
costly, government.

To those who would like to DO 
something about ever - mounting 
taxes, we suggest that you regis­ 
ter at once (September 11 is the 
deadline) and then vote in Novem­ 
ber. In the meantime, study the 
candidates and issues not only na­ 
tionally but in state and local 
contests.

This will take a little time. But 
In the long run 1t will moan money 
1n your pocket and satisfaction in 
your heart and a better America 
for everyone.
